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T he Guinness Book of World 
Records lists Steve Allen as the 
most prolific composer of 
modern times, with over 4,000 songs 
to his credit. This month Allen brings 
his masterful musical talents to The 
Disnev Channel, hosting an exclusive 
new series featuring such stellar guest 
performers as Jayne Meadows, Steve 
Lawrence. Eydie Gorme, Anthonv 
Newley, Burt Bacharach, Sarah 
Vaughn, Dizzy Gillespie and Henry 
Mancini. Of course Allen gets into the 
act with them, usually while seated at 
his favorite instrument, the piano. 
Allen’s affection for the kevboard

blossomed at age seven, when he 
began three years of piano lessons. 
That was enough. Never looking 
back, he developed his own musical 
style which later included singing and 
composing. By the mid-1940s he was 
heading his own popular radio show 
in Los Angeles. Ten years later he was

hosting the brilliant and still 
brightly-remembered “Tonight 
Show,” which rocketed him into TV 
superstardom. 

“Those old ‘Tonight Shows,’ ” Allen 
reflects, “began as an experimental 
laboratory. I had the freedom to do 
almost anvthing I wanted to. I could 
put on Count Basie and his band one 
night, the Harlem Globetrotters the 
next. Eventually a format developed 
which set the manner, tempo and di¬ 
rection for all the other talk shows 
that followed. Jack Paar made the 
only significant change in the basic 
‘Tonight’ format. He moved in a 
couch for his guests to sit on.” 

Allen put so many jazz players on 
his shows that before long he was 
providing the widest audience for 
jazz of an\ star before or since. He 
headlined performers like Thelonius 
Monk, Dizzy Gillespie and Lester 
Young, gave them time for several 
numbers, and sometimes joined them 
on piano, bass or drums. He plavsjazz 
as a staple of his frequent concerts 
and club appearances. “I love the 
music and try to give it all the expo¬ 
sure I can,” he says. 

Allen’s compositions include 
“South Rampart Street Parade," “An 


Old Piano Plays the Blues,” “Pretend 
You Don’t See Her,” “Picnic” and 
“This Could Be the Start of Something 
Big.” They have been played and sung 
by more than 40 artists, from Ella 
Fitzgerald,Mel Tormeand Pearl Bailey 
to Lawrence Welk. Rav Anthony, Les 
Brown and their orchestras. 

Despite his incredible outflow of

songs, record albums, film scores and 
musical comedies, Allen calls himself 
a “musical illiterate.” 

“I don’t read music and I’m a 
third-rate pianist,” he claims. He’s en¬ 
titled to his opinion, of course, but no 
one disputes Allen’s musicianlike ap¬ 
proach to a song, or his feeling for 
jazz. Audiences cheer his perform¬ 
ances. 

“When the lights go up, I don't ex¬ 
pect people to sav about me, ‘What a 
great piano plaver!' I do hope they’ll 
say, ‘What a great evening!’ ” 

Believe it or not. Steve, they say both.

THE SPOTLIGHT 


Mickey 

Rooney 


J ay Kerr was born on a ranch in Del 
Rio, Texas. He’s been state rodeo 
champion of Texas, prize-winning 
show horse trainer, and a stagecoach 
driver in Montana. But he’s always 
wanted to act and finally got his chance 
when the “Centennial” TV series was 
shooting on location near his family’s 
ranch in Texas. They needed extras—he 
applied and fit the bill. 

After that he moved to California, 
studied acting, and got luckv—a lead in a 
pilot for Quinn-Martin. a role in the fea¬ 
ture “Hard Country,” and nine months as 
a regular on the daytime soap “Young and 
the Restless.** 

“But I never found a part that was 
reallv me.** savs the 6-foot, 4-inch Jay with 
a lazv drawl, a mischievous twinkle in his 
eves. “In ‘Young and the Restless’ they 
had me playing a chemist in a tie and 
glasses. Not quite my style.” 

It wasn’t until he was cast as Con Madi- 
gan in The Disney Channel’s continuing 
dramatic series “Five Mile Creek” that he 
finally got to play a cowboy. 

“Of course, it hasn't been all fun on the 
set,” he adds. “I'm supposed to be the ace 
wrangler from Texas teaching all these 
Australian cowboys how to ride and how 
to drive coaches. One night I got bucked 
off a horse and broke mv wrist in front of 
the whole crew. Prettv embarrassing,” he 
adds, though it would take a lot to embar¬ 
rass the easygoing Texan. 

Jay appreciates his partner and co-star, 
Australian Rod Mullinar. “He’s like an 
older brother to me. Rod's been doing 
leads and character parts for 22 years, 
and I've learned a lot about acting from 
him. Martin Lewis (the 13-year-old 
Australian who plays Sam Sawyer) is in¬ 
credible. Watch him and you 

realize how gi Mfjjjl simple act¬ 
ing should be.”

S hirley Temple Black is a presenter 
this month at the Academy Awards. 
Watch her give Walt Disney his 
unique Award in 1939 in “Disney’s Oscar 
Winners” (see page 10). On that occasion, 
10-year-old Shirley noticed an omission. 

“There were the seven dwarf Oscars 
and the big one,” she remembers, “but 
where was one for Snow White? She 
wasn't represented, and I wondered why.” 

Shirlev, a phenomenal child star who 
received her own Academy Award at the 
age of six, never made a Disney film. To¬ 
day, as Shirlev Temple Black and the 
mother of three grown children, she oc- 
casionallv wonders about that, too. 

“I saw Walt off and on through the 
years, and I always thought the Disney 
Studio and I were made for each other,” 
she says. “I did narrate the story-teller al¬ 
bums of ‘Bambi’ and ‘Dumbo.’ I recorded 
‘Bambi* just two weeks before my first 
child was born. I was very short of breath, 
so my voice took on a rather nice breath¬ 
less quality. ‘Dumbo’ came later, and I 
sounded completely different.” 

Walt invited Shirley and her family to 
the opening of Disneyland. “I wore a red 
velvet cape over my dress and opened 
Sleeping Beauty Castle,” she says. “We had 
a wonderful time. The next day Walt took 
us up to his little apartment over the fire 
station on Main Street. We had lunch 
with him there. That was the last time I 
saw him.” 

Shirley has been in government service 
for 12 years. For 18 months, until her res¬ 
ignation in 1975, she was on Walt Disney 
Productions’ Board of Directors. At the 
same time she was named U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador to Ghana, and in 1976 became U.S. 
Chief of Protocol. During the last two and 
a half years she has been co-chairing am¬ 
bassadorial seminars at the Dept, of State 
in Washington, D.C. Does she have any 
desire to return to acting? “No,” she re¬ 
plies. “I’m interested in international rela¬ 
tions. This is what I study, and this is 
where I feel I can contribute most in a 
small way.” 


I n the early years of the Depression, two 
little guys named Mickev burst onto 
the American scene and brought 
smiles to millions of faces. More than 50 
vears later, they’re still going strong. 

Sitting in his dressing room before a 
performance of his hit musical “Sugar 
Babies,” Mickev Roonev commented 
on what he has in common with the 
other Mickey. 

“We’re both unpredictable. And we 
have that Lilliputian charm. Few people 
know this, but Walt Disney was a close 
friend of my mother's. I was six and doing 
the Mickey McGuire comedies, and there 
was this little studio down the wav with a 
fella drawing a mouse. This was in 1928. 
Walt liked the double M sound, and that 
year Mickey Mouse was born.*' 

Mickey never worked for the Disney 
Studios until after Walt was gone. He 
starred in “Pete’s Dragon,” was the voice 
of the Fox in the animated feature “The 
Fox and the Hound” and co-starred in 
“Donovan’s Kid,” which airs this month on 
The Disney Channel (see page 18). 

Mickey will open a new Broadway show 
next year — “Maggie and Jiggs” with 
Martha Raye. Meanwhile he's writing an 
autobiography and trying to improve the 
world. 

“I have a vision of cleaning up Hol¬ 
lywood Boulevard,” he says, turning seri¬ 
ous. “Get all the dives out and make a 
beautiful promenade with theaters for 
youngsters to do plays in. 

As he spoke, the orchestra played the 
overture to “Sugar Babies” and his assist¬ 
ant helped him into his red flannel 
underwear and floppy shoes. The dress¬ 
ing room door opened and 10 seconds la¬ 
ter Mickey Rooney was in the spotlight and 
loving every minute of it.

Old Yeller is about the 
last thing teenager Travis 
Coates (To m m y Kirk) 
wants around as he strug¬ 
gles to run the family’s 
West Texas homestead in 
his father's (Fess Parker) 
absence. But his six-year- 
old brother Arliss (Kevin 
Corcoran) takes a shine to 
the stray, and convinces 
their mother (Dorothy 
McGuire) to let him stay. 
Old Yeller makes himself at 
home and a nuisance at the 
same time. To Travis he's a 
disaster on paws. But 
Travis’s attitude softens 
when Old Yeller saves 
Arliss from an enraged 


bear. Gradually the lonely 
young man and the loner 
dog become inseparable 
companions. 

When tragedy strikes, 
Travis must face an agoniz¬ 
ing moment alone. In 
doing so, he crosses a per¬ 
sonal frontier from boy¬ 
hood to manhood. 

“Old Yeller” is based on a 
novel by Fred Gipson. Its 
canine star had a real-life 
counterpart. “My grandpa 
owned a big yellow stray,” 
said Gipson, who also co¬ 
authored the screenplay. 
“That dog could throw wild 
range cattle and once res¬ 
cued grandpa from a 
meat-eating hog.” 

Walt Disney typecast the 
title role, choosing a 
roughcut hound with a 
“mixmaster pedigree” 
named Spike. 

“Spike was all head and 
feet when I found him in a 
pound,” trainer Frank 
Weatherwax said. “But he 
looked smart. I thought he 
might make an actor, so I 


bailed him out for three 
dollars.” Four years and 
over S20,000 worth of 
training time later, Spike 
proved that Weatherwax’s 
nose for talent was sharp as 
he took on the part of Old 
Yeller and took over 
Filmgoers’ hearts.

On the evening of Feb- 
ruarv 23, 1939, at the 11th 
annual Academx Awards, 
Walt Disney accepted a 
unique trophy. It was a 
regulation Oscar flanked 
by seven miniature Oscars, 
presented to him by 10- 
year-old Shirlev Temple 
for “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs." It was not, 

1 fs first Oscar. 

That had been won in 1932 
for his creation of Mickey 
Mouse, accompanied by a 
special citation for “Flowers 
and Trees.” 

To date the Disney 
Studio holds 51 Academy 
Awards, 32 of which were 
presented to Walt himself. 
In 1954 he received an 
unprecedented and still un¬ 
equalled four Oscars in one 
night (for “The Living De¬ 
sert” “Bear Countrv.” “The 
Alaskan Eskim< f and~T< >ot, 
Whistle. Plunk a n d 
Boom”). 

The Academv celebrates 
its 56th Oscar derbv on 
April 9, and this month 
The Disnev Channel sa¬ 
lutes the golden statuette 
with a 90-minute ex¬ 
travaganza of Award¬ 
winning Disnev films.
